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Levison mentioned an article which appears in the 
current issue of McCalls Magazine, and said Joan Daves (publishers 
representative) was very upset because she was not contacted 
beforehand. In describing the article, Levison said it had to do 
with the SCLC and King. ng said the article was actually writ 
by Junious Griffin (Public Relations Director of the SCLC) and 
that $500.00 was received by the SCLC for the article. 


Levison told King that Michael Miller of the Ford 
Foundation was getting a group together next week to work on a 
paper for him (king) and Dick Russell will assist then.

Levison, in trying to think of other ways to help solve 
the slum conditions in the “big cities, made reference to the 
Office of Price Administration (OPA) during aud shortly af ter the 
second World War. He said the OPA froze the rents on apar ts, 
a system which required ell apartments to be registered and/ 
tenancy; so therefore, he saw no reason why that system should not 
be reinstituted. In so doing, Levison said, when an apartment 
became available, instead of the landlord having the right to pick 
his tenant, which would mean a white tenant, the Government agency

much a system a Negro would have to be accepted if he applied before

In summing up what King's testimony should include, 
Levison said his proposals would be broken down into three basic 
parts: housing, education and jobs.

The problems in connection with the tour, according 
to Young, are the United States rather than in Israel.

In connection with the initiation in Chicago of the 

‘ SCLC, Freedom Movement, an article appeared in the "Chicago 
Sun-Times" edition of September 2, 1965. The article reflected 
that Doctor KING had decided to make Chicago the initial base 
of northern operations of the SCIC. It would work ber under 
the CCCO to help build up a “broadly based non-violent movement”. 
The Chicago activities of the SCLC would begin with the issue 
of the alleged segregated school system in Chicago, but would 
not stop there. Reverend ANDREW YOUNG had stated that the SCLC 
would keep its major staff concentration in the north in 
Chicago, which would probably become the target city for the 
problems of the northern Negro. YOUNG noted that the SCLC 
would be in Chicago at the invitation of the CCCO and that an 
advance : team under the leadership of Reverend JAMES BEVEL 
had just been sent to Chicago. . 


YOUNG stated that the SCLC was interested in working 
for the social salvation of the northern Negro and coe gore the 
following reasons for singling out Chicago for SCLC's pilot 
northern operations: 
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1 The CCCO was one of the best coalitions ot 
8 civil rights groups existing anywhere in the country.

2) Chicago is the second largest city in the nation 
and has within it the overall difficult problems faced by 
every other northern city.

The school issue which was originally selected as a 
prime target for SCLC activities did not “catch fire” as 
anticipated, primarily because the principal target of the 
previous summer's unrest, School Board Superintendent 
BENJAMIN C. WILLIS was already, by late 1965, on record as 
having stated his intention to retire in 1966.

He felt this was due to a 
very fundamental change in the whole white power structure 
‘The civil rights movement now was reaching an area where 
it was not easy for the power structure to give cheap victories 
and concessioas because in so doing, it paid for them in either 
money, political influence or a substantial change in the 
social relationship. LEVISON noted that the mayors of the 
nation's three largest cities, New York, Chicago and Los 
Angeles, had hardened and insisted that there was a reason why 
they were so firm in not making concessions at this time.

A third source advised on May 28, 1965, that GEORGE 
MEYERS, a Communist Party functionary, expressed great 
admiration for CARL and ANNE BRADEN and the SCEF, with which 
they are affiliated, and expressed the view that the SCEF 
is the best organization in the South as far as doing effective 
work is concerned and that they have a better idea of what 
they are doing, where they are heading, and influence other 
Sa for the better. 


The second source aiso advised on June 8, 1966, that 
many people who are officials and supporters of the SCEF, : 
while liberal in their views, are by no means Communists. 
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
